BRUSSELS - Germany on 
Tuesday became the first Eu¬ 
ropean country to shut nuclear 
plants in the wake of the crisis 
in Japan as the EU made plans 
to test all 143 nuclear power 
plants in its 27 countries. 
Chancellor Angela Merkel of 
Germany said seven plants 
that went online before 1980 
would be temporarily closed 
and the time would be used 
to study speedier adoption of 
renewable energy. All of the 
plants were built by German 
contractors.

While Merkel asserted that 
safety was her main concern, 
opposition politicians ac¬ 
cused her of pandering to fear 
about nuclear power ahead of 
a regional election this month. 
She has, in effect, suspended 
a decision last autumn to keep 
older plants operating beyond 
their previously designated 
life span. 

The tests across the EU are 
intended to ensure prepared¬ 
ness for emergencies like 
floods and tsunamis, as well 
as terrorist attacks, the Euro¬ 
pean energy commissioner, 
Guenther Oettinger, said after 
meeting with representatives 
of the nuclear industry, elec¬ 
tricity companies and govern¬ 
ments. 

“This is a reassessment, if 
you like, of all potential risks 
in the wake of what has hap¬ 
pened in Japan,” Oettinger 
said. 

The Japanese disaster has led 
officials in Europe and the 
United States to think twice 
about nuclear expansion. But 
for now, developing coun¬ 
tries, while acknowledging 
the need for safety, say their 
energy needs give them little 
choice but to continue invest¬ 
ing in nuclear power. 

A crucial element, Oettinger 
said, would be to deter¬ 
mine whether the plants had 
enough backup power to cool 
the reactors if electricity was 
lost. The loss of backup pow¬ 
er after the earthquake and 
tsunami in Japan led to over¬ 
heating and explosions at the 
Fukushima plant.Q

CARACAS, Venezuela - As 
Moammar Gadhafi finds 
himself increasingly isolated 
internationally, he still has at 
least a few friends far away. 
Latin America’s most 
prominent leftists rallied early 
to his defense and have stayed 
there even as former friends, 
neighbors and countrymen 
have abandoned the embattled 
Libyan leader and urged his 
ouster. 

Venezuela’s Hugo Chavez, 
Cuba’s Fidel Castro and 
Nicaragua’s Daniel Ortega 
have been foremost in 
opposing U.S. and NATO 
military involvement, and 
in suggesting that reports of 
atrocities by Gadhafi’s troops 
are overblown or unproven. 
“What is the United States 
proposing? A war, an invasion 
of Libya. They want Libyan 
oil,” Chavez said Sunday. He 
praised the African Union for 
appointing a commission of 
leaders to travel to Libya for 
talks an effort in line with his 
own peace proposals. 
Chavez’s calls for mediation 
reflect both his affinity for 
Gadhafi and his ambition to 
be a global player, rallying 
nations against the United 
States. 

But his critics say Chavez 
has no credibility to promote 
mediation because he has 
ignored abuses by Gadhafi’s 
regime. And his stance is also 
uncomfortable for some of his 
allies and political supporters, 


who side with the uprising 
and say it’s time for Gadhafi 
to go. 

Latin America’s staunchest 
leftists long ago embraced 
Gadhafi as a fellow fighter 
against global U.S. influence, 
and they instinctively reject 
any U.S. intervention almost 
anywhere. 

Both Castro and Chavez have 
repeatedly suggested the 
U.S. is stirring up trouble in 
Libya to grab its oil and say 
Libyans should settle their 
own internal conflict. 

That stance has put them 
at odds with some of their 
friends. The left-leaning 
governments of Argentina 
and Brazil have condemned 
Gadhafi’s crackdown on 
opponents.

Big California quakes 
could devastate state

SAN FRANCISCO - California will experience unthinkable 
damage when the next powerful quake strikes, probably within 
30 years, even though the state prides itself on being on the 
leading edge of earthquake science. Modern skyscrapers built 
to the state’s now-rigorous building codes might ride out the big 
jolt that experts say is all but inevitable, but the surviving build¬ 
ings will tower over a carpet of rubble from older structures that 
have collapsed. 

Hot desert winds could fan fires that quakes inevitably cause, 
overwhelming fire departments, even as ancient water pipelines 
burst, engineers and architects say. 

Part of the lesson from the disaster that hit Japan on Friday is 
that no amount of preparation can fully protect a region such as 
California that sits on top of fault lines. Even so, critics fear the 
state may have long skimped on retrofitting older buildings. Yet 
the cost of cleaning up after a big quake is likely to be much 
higher than the cost of even the most expensive prevention, they 
warn. “Everybody is playing a gamble that something like this 
won’t happen,” said Dana Buntrock, associate professor of ar¬ 
chitecture, at the University of California, Berkeley. 

Buntrock, like many others, sees California’s past as a present 
danger. □

attorney for an animal re¬ 
search technician charged 
with killing a Yale 
University graduate student 
days before her wedding says 
his client plans to plead guilty 
Thursday. 

Public defender Joseph Lo¬ 
pez said Raymond Clark III, 
who was charged with stran¬ 
gling 24-year-old Annie Le 
of Placerville, Calif., would 
plead guilty Thursday in New 


Haven Superior Court. Lopez 
would not specify the charges, 
but said it was part of a plea 
deal. 

“We anticipate a change of 
plea on Thursday,” Lopez said 
Tuesday. “This appears to be 
in the best interests of our cli¬ 
ent.” 

Telephone messages were left

The 26-year-old Clark, who 
has been in prison on $3 mil¬ 
lion bail, has pleaded not 
guilty to murder and felony 
murder. Murder and felony 
murder each carry a sentence 
of 25 to 60 years in prison.Q

NEW YORK - New York 
Governor Andrew Cuomo’s 
budget plan gives some of his 
commissioners “unfettered 
power” to cut the Medicaid 
program and close upstate 
prisons, the state comptroller 
said in a report on Tuesday. 
But the legislature may balk 
at enacting these bills as it is 
“the very entity that would 
be relinquishing significant 
policy-making,” Comptrol¬ 
ler Thomas DiNapoli’s report 
said. 

The comptroller, in his analy¬ 
sis of Cuomo’s budget plan 
and amendments, identified 
other hitches, from “unde¬ 
fined” savings to a possible 
revenue shortfall of $433 mil¬ 
lion in the current budget that 
ends on March 31. 

However, the freshman gov¬ 
ernor might have an ace in 
the hole when it comes to 
persuading the legislature to 
grant his commissioners un¬ 
usually broad powers. 

If Cuomo and the legislature 
do not agree on a $132.9 bil¬ 
lion budget by the April 1 
deadline, he could follow the 
pioneering strategy employed 
by his predecessor. 

Former Governor David Pa¬ 
terson inserted most of his 
budget plan into temporary 
spending bills needed to keep 
the government open. 

This forced lawmakers to 
choose between enacting his 
plan or shutting the govern¬ 


ment down; they opted for the 
former. 

Explaining the governor’s 
powers in this area, DiNapoli 
said: “The legislature would 
be unable to delete or revise 
the language in the emergency 
spending bills unless the dele¬ 
tions or revisions were agreed 
to by the Executive.” 


The Democratic-controlled 
Assembly and the Republi¬ 
can-led Senate have issued 
their own budget plans, which 
mainly try to restore some of 
Cuomo’s deep cuts to educa¬ 
tion and Medicaid, the state- 
federal health plan for the 
impoverished, elderly and 
disabled. □

Tight budgets may spell 


Death of death penalty 
possible in many states

NEW YORK - A perfect storm of cash-strapped budgets, newly 
elected governors and an increased use 

of DNA evidence threatens to smite the death penalty in an in¬ 
creasing number of states. 

The death penalty got the ax in Illinois last week and stands 
a good chance of being eliminated this year in Connecticut, 
Maryland and Montana, where bills are wending their way 
through statehouses, said Richard Dieter, executive director for 
the Death Penalty Information Center. 

Repeal efforts also are underway in Florida and Kansas, with 
another expected this week in Ohio, although their success is 
less likely, Dieter said. 

“Innocence is the biggest issue, but what’s getting these bills 
heard is the cost of the death penalty,” Dieter said. 

Studies show the basic cost of carrying out the death sentence is 
more than double that of a life sentence. 

Lawmakers promoting the death-penalty repeal measure in 
Ohio say they hope to sell it as a way to help close the state’s $8 
billion budget deficit. □

Police examine turnpike bus crash

EAST BRUNSWICK, N.J. - 

Police on Tuesday were ex¬ 
amining the wreckage of a 
bus to try to figure out why 
it crashed as it traveled from 
New York City’s Chinatown 
to Philadelphia, killing the 
driver and a passenger and in¬ 
juring several others. 

The one-vehicle crash Mon¬ 
day night on the New Jersey 
Turnpike one of the nation’s 
most heavily trafficked high¬ 
ways happened just days af¬ 
ter a bus from a Connecticut 
casino crashed as it was re¬ 
turning to New York City’s 
Chinatown neighborhood, 
killing 15 people. 

In Monday’s accident, driver 
Wei Wang, a 50-year-old Tai¬ 
wanese national who lived in 
Forest Hills, N.Y., was thrown 
through the windshield, and 
several passengers were badly 
injured, state police Sgt. Ste¬ 
phen Jones said. 

Passenger Troy Nguyen, 20,

of Royers ford, Pa., died after 
being transported to a hospi¬ 
tal in New Brunswick. Police 
said Nguyen had been partial¬ 
ly ejected from a driver’s side 
window. 

Forty-one other passengers 
were sent to hospitals. Louis 
Pierre, 50, of Philadelphia and 
70-year-old David Choi, of 
Lansdale, Pa., were in critical 
condition, Jones said. They 
are believed to have been sit¬ 
ting in the rear of the bus, po¬ 
lice said. State police weren’t 
sure how many other passen¬ 


gers remained hospitalized as 
of Tuesday afternoon. 
Preliminary evidence suggests 
the bus, operated by a Penn¬ 
sylvania company, was trav¬ 
eling south on the turnpike at 
around 9 p.m. 

Monday when the crash oc¬ 
curred just south of Exit 9 
in East Brunswick, about 40 
miles southwest of Manhat¬ 
tan. 

The vehicle went off the road 
onto the grassy median before 
striking a concrete overpass 
support, Jones said.Q

NEW YORK - The New York 
Police Department plans to 
buy a bullet-proof boat to 
respond quickly to threats at 
the city’s ports and waterways, 
Police Commissioner Ray 
Kelly said on Tuesday. 

The police will buy the hi-tech 
boat with a $5.2 million grant 
from the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency, Kelly 
said in testimony to the City 
Council. 

“This will provide for the 
purchase of a high-speed, 
ballistic-protected vessel to 
respond to a suicide or live 
shooter attack in a port area,” 
Kelly said. 

The FEMA money will also 
provide for training officers 
who would be assigned to 
responding to such threats, he 


said. 

Kelly said the police 
department has a budget of 
$4.45 billion for the coming 
fiscal year, compared with 
$4.88 million this year. 
Overall, he also said crime 
went down 2 percent in 
2010, especially burglaries, 
grand larcenies and auto 


theft. Homicides and rapes 
increased, he said. 

“Viewed in context these 
crimes are still low by 
historical standards,” he said. 
“Last year’s total of 536 
murders was the fourth lowest 
the city has recorded since 
reliable data was kept on this 
crime in 1963. ”□

Fasting, Religious Wisdom 


Religious dietary recommen¬ 
dations, sometimes prohibi¬ 
tions, like folk sayings and 
remedies have an uncanny in¬ 
sight into the human condition. 
As a clinical nutritionist, I en¬ 
joy trying to unravel the basis 
for these laws. Likewise, I am 
interested in traditional meth¬ 
ods of cooking foods. Why 
do spinach and potatoes or 
cloves and ham seem to go so 
naturally together? Spinach, 
a great natural source of iron, 
contains oxalic acid which can 
raise uric acid and aggravate a 
gout attack. However, cooked 
and eaten with potatoes, the 
alkalizing quality of potatoes 
reduces inflammation and 
prevents a uric acid reaction. 
Meanwhile, everyone knows 
that pork has to be cooked 
well because these animals 
may more easily become in¬ 
fected with bacteria and para¬ 
sites. Cloves, used traditional 
pork recipes, have natural oils 
that kill bacteria and parasites. 
Interestingly, reflecting the di¬ 
etary prohibitions of the Old 
Testament, medically, we have 
found pork to be detrimental to 
all metabolic blood types. 

Spring reminds me 
that every major world religion 
and many indigenous belief 
systems incorporate fasting 
at this time. “Fasting” means 
abstaining from food or some 
types of food. The idea of 
the fasting in spring has been 
fixed firmly in all religious 
disciplines as a mechanism 
to purify oneself and become 


more receptive to their deity’s 
message. The Christian Bible 
has thirty three passages about 
fasting during what they call 
the Lenten season. Pope John 
Paul II stated that Penitential 
fasting is therapy for the soul. 
In fact, for Catholics all days 
of Lent are supposed to be fast¬ 
ing days. Muslims throughout 
the world will be fasting during 
the sacred month of Ramadan. 
The Jewish fast of the firstborn 
takes place in the spring, dur¬ 
ing Passover. 

As a natural physician I 
am aware that beyond religious 
faith, fasting is an ancient heal¬ 
ing strategy. Many traditional 
cultures, including Oriental, 
East Indian, and Native Ameri¬ 
can, have long regarded short 
periods of abstaining from food 
as curative and revitalizing. 
Hippocrates prescribed fasting. 
Fasting was practiced by Plato, 
Socrates and Mahatma Gandhi. 
In modern Europe, clinics that 
support therapeutic fasting are 
quite common. In Sweden it’s 
practically a national sport. 

Proponents of fasting 
offer thousands of testimoni¬ 
als from recovered asthmat¬ 
ics, arthritics, insomniacs, ex- 
sufferers of migraines, skin, 
digestive disorders, and other 
ailments. They maintain that 
with the exception of serious 
conditions like tuberculosis, 
ulcers, diabetes, hypoglyce¬ 
mia, blood, liver, kidney and 
heart diseases- systematic vol¬ 
untary abstention from eating 
is almost always a healthy first 


response to illness. One of my 
medical heroes whose influ¬ 
ence prompted me to become 
a colon hydrotherapist, Dr. 
Bernard Jensen, has supervised 
over 50,000 fasts at his center 
in Escondido, CA. 

There are two kinds 
of fasting. The “water fast” 
induces rapid internal purifi¬ 
cation, but shocks the system. 
Dr. Rudolph Ballentine, MD., 
author of “Diet & Nutrition - A 
Holistic Approach,” says that 
the average American lacks the 
proper reserve nutrients neces¬ 
sary for healthy water fast. 

Dr. Ballentine recommends 
a supervised, gradual “juice 
fast” using natural vegetable 
and fruit juices to provide 
essential vitamins to sus¬ 
tain metabolism, and miner¬ 
als which neutralize and re¬ 
moved toxins that are released. 

Although abstaining 
from food is often not as dif¬ 
ficult as you may imagine, it 
is useful to plan ahead. Hav¬ 
ing medical supervision is the 
safest way to start your fast. 
Fasting is not recommended 
at times of high stress. During 
the first two days, when you 
may feel weak and out of sorts, 
it’s nice to be able to be with 
supportive loved ones, and 
to rest when you feel like it. 
Acupuncture works very well 
to support you through this 
“rough’ period. 

One should begin to 
reduce portion amounts and 
eat lighter foods several days 
before all solid food is elimi¬ 


nated. While fasting, be sure 
to drink enough water to inter¬ 
nally wash the system. Enough 
is: 1 qt/ 90 lbs of body weight 
(1 lt./each 30kg). Colonic ir¬ 
rigation not only augments 
the cleansing process, it also 
helps to hydrate the body. 

At Viana Healing 
Center we routinely supervise 
patients through a fast where, 
besides water, only brown rice 
is eaten for two weeks. Eating 
no proteins or fats, your body 
will begin to quickly break 
down its own excess deposits. 
This not only helps with weight 
loss, but we’ve seen it drasti¬ 
cally improve skin, allergies, 
colon and other problems. The 
duration of a fast depends on 
one’s medical condition, body 
weight, lifestyle and other indi¬ 
vidual factors. In many of our 
supervised patients, we com¬ 
bine the brown rice fast with 
periods of taking light, natural 
foods, almost exclusively veg- 
etables.If you are one of the 
people on the list above, not 
healthy enough to completely 
fast, but would like to elimi¬ 
nate or reduce certain food for 
religious or health reasons, be 
sure to be checked by a profes¬ 
sional. Consult with a clinical 
nutritionist to help you make 
the right food choices in the 
safest way. Sometimes, elimi¬ 
nating red meat, dairy and/or 
gluten containing products like 
wheat, can drastically improve 
your health. Adding dietary 
supplements might be recom¬ 
mended. Always read labels

free from artificial or unwant¬ 
ed ingredients like sugar and 
starch fillers.

Teen cancels 
Facebook 
Bday party 

SYDNEY - An Australian 
schoolgirl had to cancel her 
16th birthday party after her 
Facebook invitation went 
viral and close to 200,000 
people said they would turn 
up at her house, reports said 
Tuesday. 

The Sydney girl had wanted 
her schoolmates to attend, and 
the post which included her 
address said they could bring 
friends if they let her know, 
Sydney’s Daily Telegraph 
newspaper reported. 

“(It’s an) open house party as 
long as it doesn’t get out of 
hand,” she wrote, adding that 
she had not had time to invite 
everyone individually. 

But within 24 hours more than 
20,000 people had replied to 
the public event to say they 
were attending.□

MANAMA - Bahrain’s 
king declared martial law on 
Tuesday as his government 
struggled to quell an uprising 
by the island’s Shi’ite Mus¬ 
lim majority that has drawn 
in troops from fellow Sunni- 
ruled neighbor Saudi Arabia. 
The three-month state of 
emergency will hand whole¬ 
sale power to Bahrain’s secu¬ 
rity forces, which are domi¬ 
nated by the Sunni Muslim 
elite, stoking sectarian ten¬ 
sions in one of the Gulf’s most 
politically volatile nations. 
Disturbances shook the king¬ 
dom through the day. A hos¬ 
pital source said two men, 
one Bahraini and the other 
Bangladeshi, were killed in 
clashes in the Shi’ite area of 
Sitra and more than 200 peo¬ 
ple were wounded in various 
incidents. 

State television said a Bah¬ 
raini policeman was also 


killed, denying media reports 
that a Saudi soldier had been 
shot dead. 

The United States, a close ally 
of both Bahrain and Saudi 
Arabia, said it was concerned 
about reports of growing sec¬ 
tarianism in the country, home 
to the U.S. Navy’s Fifth Fleet. 
It dispatched Assistant Secre¬ 
tary of State Jeff Feltman to 
Bahrain to push for dialogue 
to resolve the crisis. 

“One thing is clear, there is no 
military solution to the prob¬ 
lems in Bahrain,” said White 


House spokesman Tommy 
Vietor. 

It was not clear if a curfew 
would be imposed or whether 
there would be any clamp- 
down on media or public gath¬ 
erings. 

“In order for the situation to 
return to normal we have to 
establish order and security 
and stop the violations which 
have spread disturbances 
among the people of our dear 
country,” said Interior Minis¬ 
ter Sheikh Rashed al-Khalifa. 
Bahraini state media have 


said Shi’ite opposition activ¬ 
ists, who complain the state 
has been naturalizing Sunni 
foreigners to tip the sectarian 
balance, are targeting foreign¬ 
ers. 

The opposition says the secu¬ 
rity forces are full of natural¬ 
ized foreigners willing to use 
force against protesters. 

On Monday, more than 1,000 
Saudi troops rolled into the 
kingdom at the request of 
Bahrain’s Sunni rulers, flash¬ 
ing victory signs as they 
crossed. The United Arab 
Emirates and Qatar have said 
they would also send police. 
Thousands of Bahrainis 
marched on the Saudi em¬ 
bassy in Manama on Tuesday 
to protest against the inter¬ 
vention. “People are angry, 
we want this occupation to 
end.

G8 ministers turn to U.N. on Libya violence

PARIS - Top diplomats from 
some of the world’s biggest 
powers deferred Tuesday to 
the U.N. Security Council to 
take action against Libya, as 
France and Britain failed to 
win support for a no-fly zone 
to halt the advance of Moam- 
mar Gadhafi’s forces. 

The envoys from the Group 
of Eight prominent econo¬ 
mies insisted Gadhafi must 


leave power. France said they 
agreed that a new U.N. reso¬ 
lution should be adopted by 
week’s end with measures to 
help Libyan rebels, who have 
sought a no-fly zone imposed 
by foreign powers. 

A final communique after a 
two-day meeting in Paris of 
G-8 foreign ministers warned 
of “dire consequences” if Gad¬ 
hafi did not honor the Libyan 
people’s claim to basic rights, 
freedom of expression, and 


representative government. 
The halting efforts to raise 
pressure against Gadhafi’s 42- 
year regime came as his forces 
used tanks, warships and artil¬ 
lery Tuesday to gain ground 
near the rebels’ base in eastern 
Libya. 

The G-8 ministers agreed that 
more action within the U.N. 
Security Council is needed 
to pressure Gadhafi to leave, 
possibly with new sanctions, 
but not military action, diplo-

NAIROBI, Kenya - Five So¬ 
mali pirates are jailed for life 
by a U.S. court. Sixty-one sus¬ 
pected pirates captured at sea 
face trial in India. 

Somali prisons are running 
out of room. 

Pirates captured at sea by in¬ 
ternational navies used to be 
routinely set free because no 
country wanted the hassle and 
expense of a court case. But 
as piracy has flourished and 
turned increasingly violent, 
an unprecedented 17 coun¬ 
tries are prosecuting pirates in 
courts around the world. 


The increase in arrests and 
prosecutions shows a grow¬ 
ing recognition of the global 
problem piracy has become, 
said Alan Cole, the head of the 
U.N.’s anti-piracy program. 

In recent months, six hostages 
have been killed including 
four Americans on a hijacked 
yacht and pirates have begun 
using explosives and blow 
torches to cut crews out of the 
secure rooms they sometimes 
retreat to during attacks. 
“Piracy is becoming quite 
a high-risk enterprise,” said 
Cole. “We see pirates in prison 
in Kenya, the Seychelles and 
Maldives. They are amazed

Shooting at roadblock kills 4 



Man points to burnt shop

ABIDJAN - Gunmen shot 
dead four people on Tuesday 
near a roadblock run by youth 
supporters of Ivory Coast’s 
Laurent Gbagbo in the Abi¬ 
djan suburb of Deux Plateau, 
several witnesses said. 

The world’s leading cocoa- 
producing country has been 
in violent turmoil since a dis¬ 
puted presidential election pit¬ 
ting incumbent leader Gbagbo 
against rival Alassane Ouat- 
tara. U.N.-certified results 
showed Ouattara won, but 
Gbagbo has refused to con¬ 
cede. 


“I’m not sure what happened 
but we heard a burst of shoot¬ 
ing near the youth roadblock 
just behind the Sococe super¬ 
market,” said Marco Abade, a 
resident of the leafy, middle- 
class neighborhood. 

“We heard screaming and 
there were four bodies of 
youths on the road,” Abade 
added, saying he did not know 
if the dead were members of 
a pro-Gbagbo youth militia, 
who have set up roadblocks 
all over town, many armed 
with automatic weapons. 
Another witness said one of 
the dead was initially badly 
wounded and was rushed to a 


local clinic where he died. 
Battles between gunmen 
backing Gbagbo and Ouattara 
have raged in Abidjan’s Abo- 
bo neighborhood, an Ouattara 
stronghold, for three weeks 
but shifted this week closer to 
the center of town. 

Fighting has also spread to 
the west, across a north-south 
ceasefire line in place since 
the end of the 2002-3 war, in¬ 
creasing fears that an election 
meant to reunite the country 
will instead reignite the con¬ 
flict. 

Army chief General Philippe 
Mangou, whose immediate 
neighborhood in west Abidjan 
was the scene of intense gun 
battles on Monday, told the 
pro-Gbagbo newspaper Notre 
Voie on Tuesday that his forc¬ 
es were ready for war. 

“If they push us toward war, 
we’ll make war. This is what 
we in the process of doing,” 
he was quoted as saying. 

The rebels who seized the 
north during the war have 
backed Ouattara but Ouatta- 
ra’s camp has distanced itself 
from the fighting.□

Quake response shows 
Japan’s resilient nature

TAGAJO, Japan - Close to the epicenter of Japan’s devastat¬ 
ing earthquake and tsunami, workers at a warehouse hauled out 
cans of coffee and soda this week to offer to passers-by for free. 
“Help yourself! Take what you need!” they yelled as they put 
box after box on the sidewalk. Their boss Kazuyoshi Chiba said 
the phone lines are down, so he can’t reach company headquar¬ 
ters, but “I think this is the right thing to do.” 

With the same mixture of resilience and resignation that has 
lifted Japan out of previous disasters, many survivors of last 
Friday’s calamity are calmly pitching in to help themselves and 
others, taking life one day at a time. Four days on, there is little 
of the public anger and frustration that so often bursts forth in 
other countries. 

The one exception may be near the troubled Fukushima nuclear 
plant, where fears of radiation leaks are spooking residents and 
fraying tempers. □

2012 countdown clock stops 



Electronic clock counting down 500 days 


LONDON - The electronic 
clock counting down the 500 
days to the start of the 2012 
London Olympics stopped 
on Tuesday in an embarrass¬ 
ing glitch less than a day af¬ 
ter it was unveiled in a glitzy 
launch. 

The steel clock made by 
Omega in London’s Trafalgar 
Square ground to a halt at 500 
days, seven hours, six min¬ 
utes and 56 seconds, then be¬ 
gan counting the wrong way 
before a technician arrived to 
repair it. 

Omega said in a statement: 
“We are obviously very dis¬ 
appointed that the clock has 
suffered this technical issue. 
“The Omega London 2012 
countdown clock was devel¬ 
oped by our experts and fully 
tested ahead of the launch in 
Trafalgar Square. 

“We are currently looking 
into why this happened and 
expect to have the clock func¬ 


tioning as normal as soon as 
possible.” 

Four British Olympic cham¬ 
pions rowers Pete Reed and 
Andy Hodge and sailors Iain 
Percy and Andrew Simpson 
unveiled the clock on Monday 
to mark the 500-day count¬ 
down to the opening ceremo¬ 
ny. 

It is 6.5 meters high, five me¬ 
ters long and weighs around 


four tons. It took 10 people 
two days to assemble. 

A spokesman for the Lon¬ 
don 2012 organizers joked: 
“Whilst the clock has stopped, 
and Omega is trying to sort 
it out, it does not give us ad¬ 
ditional time to stage the 
Games.” 

Tickets for the Olympics 
went on sale to the public on 
Tuesday. □

Egypt dissolves hated 
state security agency

CAIRO - Egypt’s interior minister on Tuesday dissolved the 
country’s widely hated state security agency, which was ac¬ 
cused of torture and other human rights abuses in the suppres¬ 
sion of dissent against ousted President Hosni Mubarak’s nearly 
30-year rule. The new interior minister, Maj. Gen. Mansour el- 
Essawy, a former Cairo security chief, said in a statement that a 
new agency in charge of keeping national security and combat¬ 
ting terrorism will be formed. 

Dismantling the State Security Investigations agency was a ma¬ 
jor demand of the protest movement that led an 18-day uprising 
to oust Mubarak. Since he stepped down on Feb. 11, Egyptians 
have stormed the agency’s main headquarters and other offices, 
seizing documents to keep them from being destroyed to hide 
evidence of human rights abuses. 

Many protest leaders have said that despite the fall of Mubarak 
and his government, the agency remained active in protecting 
the old regime and trying to sabotage the democratic transition. 
Islam Lotfi, a leading youth activist, called it an “excellent 
move” but one that should be followed by other steps to restore 
the Egyptian people’s sense of trust and security.

Japan braces for catastrophe

TOKYO - Japan faced a po¬ 
tential catastrophe on Tues¬ 
day after a quake-crippled 
nuclear power plant exploded 
and sent low levels of radia¬ 
tion floating toward Tokyo, 
prompting some people to flee 
the capital and others to stock 
up on essential supplies. 

The crisis appeared to esca¬ 
late late in the day when the 
operators of the facility said 
one of two blasts had blown 
a hole in the building housing 
a reactor, which meant spent 
nuclear fuel was exposed to 
the atmosphere. 

Prime Minister Naoto Kan 
urged people within 30 km 
of the facility a population 
of 140,000 to remain indoors 
amid the world’s most seri¬ 
ous nuclear accident since 
the Chernobyl disaster in 
Ukraine in 1986. Officials in 
Tokyo 240 km (150 miles) 
to the south of the plant said 
radiation in the capital was 
10 times normal by evening 
but posed no threat to human 
health in the sprawling high- 
tech city of 13 million people. 
Toxicologist Lee Tin-lap at 
the Chinese University of 
Hong Kong said such a radia¬ 
tion level was not an imme¬ 


diate threat to people but the 
long-term consequences were 
unknown. 

“You are still breathing this 
into your lungs, and there is 
passive absorption in the skin, 
eyes and mouth and we really 
do not know what long-term 
impact that would have. 
Around eight hours after the 
explosions, the U.N. weather 
agency said winds were dis¬ 
persing radioactive material 
over the Pacific Ocean, away 
from Japan and other Asian 
countries. 

As concern about the crip¬ 
pling economic impact of the 
nuclear and earthquake disas¬ 
ters mounted, Japan’s Nikkei 


index fell as much as 14 per¬ 
cent before ending down 10.6 
percent, compounding a slide 
of 6.2 percent the day before. 
The two-day fall has wiped 
some $620 billion off the mar¬ 
ket. 

Authorities have spent days 
desperately trying to prevent 
the water which is designed to 
cool the radioactive cores of 
the reactors from running dry, 
overheating and emitting dan¬ 
gerous radioactive materials. 
They said they may use heli¬ 
copters to pour water on the 
most critical reactor, No. 4, 
within two or three days, but 
did not say why they would 
have to wait to do this.Q

PHILADELPHIA - The dis¬ 
trict attorney is burning a eu¬ 
calyptus-spearmint candle on 
his desk. 

“I think the press looks down 
upon the DA drinking Jack 
Daniels during the day,” R. 
Seth Williams says with a 
broad smile, “so I light my 
little stress-relief candle.” 

It’s understandable if the for¬ 
mer altar boy at St. Carthage 
in West Philly needs to light 
a votive. 

The 44-year-old Catholic, 
who still attends Mass with 
his family at the same church, 
now called St. Cyprian, is the 
first U.S. prosecutor to charge 
a church official for a sick- 
eningly commonplace sin: 
endangering children whom 
the Roman Catholic Church 
was supposed to protect by 
shuffling pedophile priests to 
different parishes where they 
could find fresh prey. 
Williams, the first African- 
American elected district at¬ 
torney in Pennsylvania, was 
an orphan given up by his un¬ 
wed mother. He was put into 
two foster homes before he 
was adopted at 20 months old 
by a Catholic family. 

“I grew up treating the hierar¬ 
chy of the church kind of like 
rock stars,” he said in his 18th 
floor aerie, where he keeps a 
small iron crucifix and a cross 
fashioned from Palm Sunday 
fronds. 

‘Tf you’re going to meet the 
cardinal, you’re supposed to 
kiss the guy’s ring, all this 
stuff. 

But it is what it is. I wish I 
knew the Latin translation for 
that. 

“There’s no get-out-of-jail- 
free card for raping, sodomiz¬ 
ing, groping, doing anything 
wrong to kids.” 

Monsignor William J. Lynn, 


as the secretary of clergy re¬ 
viewing sexual abuse cases 
for then-Cardinal Anthony 
Bevilacqua, appeared in court 
Monday. He is charged with 
felonies for allegedly helping 
the cardinal cover up molest¬ 
ers and transferring them to 
other parishes. 

“It was a conspiracy of silence 
to ensure the church’s repu¬ 
tation and to avoid scandal,” 
said Assistant District Attor¬ 
ney Evangelia Manos. 

Lynn, a round, ruddy man in 
black priest’s garb, sat silently 
in court behind his two law¬ 
yers - paid by the archdiocese 
- as a cheering squad of priests 
and parishioners watched. 
Lynn’s co-defendants sat be¬ 
side him: a rabbity-looking 
Rev. James Brennan, 47, 
charged with raping a 14-year- 
old boy in 1996 in his apart¬ 
ment; and the unholy alliance 
of a priest, the sepulchral 
Charles Engelhardt, 64, a de¬ 
frocked priest, Edward Av¬ 
ery, 68, and a former Catholic 
schoolteacher, Bernard Shero, 
48 - all charged with raping or 
sodomizing the same 10-year- 
old altar boy 12 years ago. 
Lynn’s lawyer, Thomas Berg¬ 
strom, told reporters that the 
charges against his client were 
“a stretch” and that he was 
pleading not guilty. 

And Richard DeSipio, one of 
Brennan’s lawyers, went on 
the attack against his client’s 
accuser, now 29. 

“Their witness is in prison 
in Bucks County for stealing 
his sister’s credit card and us¬ 
ing it,” DeSipio told Mensah 
Dean of The Philadelphia 
Daily News. “He’s a convict¬ 
ed liar.” 

On a local radio show on 
Tuesday, Brennan - a priest 
suspended by the church in 
2006 - said he was uninter¬ 
ested in a plea deal, and his 
lawyer continued to paint the 
accuser as troubled. 

Even with a global scandal 
that never seems to stop dis¬ 
gorging disgusting stories, the 
Philadelphia grand jury report 
is especially sordid. 

It tells the story of a fifth- 
grade altar boy at St. Jerome 
School given the pseudonym 
Billy. Engelhardt plied him 


pulled pornographic maga¬ 
zines out of a bag in the sac¬ 
risty and told the child it was 
time “to become a man,” the 
report says. 

A week later, after Billy served 
an early Mass, the report states 
that Engelhardt instructed him 
to take off his clothes and per¬ 
form oral sex on him. 

Then the priest told the boy he 
was “dismissed.” 

“After that, Billy was in effect 
passed around to Engelhardt’s 
colleagues,” the report says. 
“Father Edward Avery un¬ 
dressed with the boy, told him 
that God loved him,” and then 
had him perform sex. “Next 
was the turn of Bernard Shero, 
a teacher in the school. 

Shero offered Billy a ride 
home but instead stopped at 
a park, told Billy they were 
‘going to have some fim,’ took 
off the boy’s clothes, orally 
and anally raped him and then 
made him walk the rest of the 
way home.” 

Billy fell apart and turned to 
heroin. 

The report says Brennan knew 
Mark from the time he was 9. 
When he was 14, the priest 
arranged with Mark’s mother 
for a sleepover. 

“Brennan showed him porno¬ 
graphic pictures on his com¬ 
puter, bragged about his penis 
size and insisted that Mark 
sleep together with him in his 
bed.” Then the priest raped 
him as he cried, according to 
the report. 

Mark also fell apart and at¬ 
tempted suicide. 

Out of the church’s many un¬ 
pleasant confrontations with 
modernity, this is the starkest. 
It’s tragically past time to send 
the message that priests can’t 
do anything they want and 
hide their sins behind special 
privilege.

Five years ago, in the darkest 
days of insurgent violence and 
Sunni-Shiite strife, it seemed 
as if the Iraq war would shad¬ 
ow U.S. foreign policy for 
decades, frightening a gen¬ 
eration’s worth of statesmen 
away from using military 
force. Where there had once 
been a “Vietnam syndrome,” 
now there would be an “Iraq 
syndrome,” inspiring harrow¬ 
ing flashbacks to Baghdad 
and Fallujah in any American 
politician contemplating an 
intervention overseas. 

But in today’s Washington, no 
such syndrome is in evidence. 
Indeed, it’s striking how 
quickly the bipartisan coali¬ 
tion that backed the Iraq inva¬ 
sion has reassembled itself to 
urge President Barack Obama 
to use military force against 
Libya’s Moammar Gadhafi. 
The Iraq war became known 
as George W. Bush’s war af¬ 
ter Saddam Hussein’s weap¬ 
ons of mass destruction didn’t 
turn up, because at that point 
no liberal wanted to take re¬ 
sponsibility for the conflict. 
But the initial invasion was 
supported by Democrats as 
well as Republicans, liberal 
internationalists as well as 
neoconservatives - Hillary 
Rodham Clinton as well as 
John McCain, The New Re¬ 
public as well as The Weekly 
Standard. Now a similar cho¬ 
rus is arguing that the United 
States should intervene di¬ 


rectly in Libya’s civil war: 
with a no-fly zone, certainly, 
and perhaps with arms for the 
Libyan rebels and airstrikes 
against Gadhafi’s military as 
well. As in 2002 and 2003, the 
case for intervention is being 
pushed by a broad cross-sec¬ 
tion of politicians and opin¬ 
ion-makers, from Bill Clinton 
to Bill Kristol, Fareed Zakaria 
to Newt Gingrich, John Kerry 
to Christopher Hitchens. 

The justifications for mili¬ 
tary action, too, echo many 
of the arguments marshaled 
for toppling Saddam Hussein. 
America’s credibility is on the 
line. The Libyan people de¬ 
serve our support. Deposing 
Gadhafi will strike a blow for 
democracy and human rights. 
It’s a testament to the resil¬ 
ience of American power that 
we’re hearing these kind of 
arguments so soon after the 
bloodiest years of the Iraq 
war. It’s also a testament to 
the achievements of the U.S. 
military: absent the successes 
of the 2007 troop surge, we’d 
probably be too busy extricat¬ 
ing ourselves from a war-tom 
Iraq to even contemplate an¬ 
other military intervention in a 
Muslim nation. But that resil¬ 
ience and those achievements 
may have set a trap for us, by 
encouraging the American 
leadership class to draw rela¬ 
tively narrow lessons from the 
Iraq war - lessons that only 
apply to wars premised on 
faulty WMD intelligence, or

LENZERHEIDE, Switzer¬ 
land (AP) — Alpine rac¬ 
ers pledged on Tuesday to 
donate some of their prize 
money at the World Cup fi¬ 
nals to relief efforts in Japan. 
United States racer Julia 
Mancuso launched the fund¬ 
raiser by promising half her 
race earnings this week to 
the www. skiershelpingj a- 
pan.com campaign website. 
Mancuso, Japanese skier 
Akira Sasaki and former 
Olympian Kazuko Ikeda 
have written to World Cup 
teams seeking support. 
Sasaki pointed out that the 
1993 world championships 
venue Morioka is in the To- 
hoku region which was bad¬ 
ly affected by last Friday’s 
earthquake and tsunami. 
“Any money raised by us, 
the World Cup family, will 
be a great inspiration for ski¬ 
ers in Tohoku and the rest of 
Japan who are suffering at 
the moment,” he wrote. 

“I am so grateful for any 
and all help,” wrote Sasaki, 
a three-time runner-up in 
World Cup races. World 
Cup races carry prize mon¬ 
ey of 100,000 Swiss francs 
($109,000; €78,000). 

Last year, Alpine skiers re¬ 
sponded to the Haiti earth¬ 
quake by giving autographed 
race bibs for an auction.

NOME, Alaska (AP) — John 
Baker won the Iditarod Trail 
Sled Dog Race on Tuesday, 
reclaiming the title of Iditarod 
champion for an Alaska Na¬ 
tive musher. 

Baker, 48, of Kotzebue steered 
his dog team down the main 
drag in this gold rush town on 
Alaska’s western coast to win 
the 1,150-mile race from An¬ 
chorage to Nome, and get his 
name in the record books. 

He is the first Alaska Native 
musher to win the world’s lon¬ 
gest sled dog race since Jerry 
Riley did it in 1976. 

Baker also shattered exactly 
by three hours the race record 
held by four-time champion 
Martin Buser, who completed 


the 2002 race in eight days, 22 
hours and 46 minutes. Baker 
completed the race in 8 days, 
19 hours and 46 minutes. 
“Running a team like this, 
there is nothing better,” Baker 
said after the finish. “I am re¬ 
ally proud of this.” 

The soft-spoken Baker then 
began shaking hands with 
some of the hundreds of peo¬ 
ple who lined up to watch the 
finish shortly after sunrise on 
a crisp but clear morning. 

He was greeted by a group 
of musicians playing Eskimo 
drums. Many in the crowd 
wore traditional Eskimo par¬ 
kas. Bertha Koweluk, 43, an 
Alaska Native from Nome, 
watched the finish with her 


8-year-old daughter, and said 
that Baker’s win will inspire 
Native people across the state. 
“He represents a resilient 
people and it just shows we’re 
strong and we can overcome,” 
she said. 

She said that so many times 
Alaska Natives are depicted 
as weak and crippled by ad¬ 
diction. But Baker’s win, she 
said, illustrates an untold story 
of her people. 

“We all need people to look up 
to, and this is a good guy to 
look up to,” she said. 

The race’s top 30 finishers 
will share in a $528,000 purse. 
Baker received $50,400 and a 
new truck for winning. Baker 
had 11 top-10 finishes in 15 
years of Iditarod racing. 

In 2010, he was one of the 
front-runners when confusion 
and fatigue may have cost him 
an Iditarod championship. He 
lost five hours about halfway 
into the race because he be¬ 
came convinced that he had 
lost the trail, when actually he 
was still on it. 

By the time Baker figured out 
his mistake the leaders were 
well ahead and his job then 
was to try to salvage what he 
could of the race. 

Baker finished fifth. 

He took the lead in this year’s 
race on Saturday as he ap¬ 
proached the western coast of 
Alaska and training terrain fa¬ 
miliar to him and his dogs. 

Ramey Smyth challenged 
Baker toward the end of the 
race. 

The 3 5-year-old musher from 
Willow — who finished sixth 
last year, just one spot behind 
Baker — closed the gap to less 
than one hour but couldn’t 
catch him down the stretch. □

NBA referee has sued The 
Associated Press and one

In a federal lawsuit filed 
Monday in Minneapolis, 
veteran NBA referee Wil¬ 
liam Spooner claimed AP 
sports writer Jon Kraw- 
czynski defamed him 
in the Twitter message, 
sent while he was cover¬ 
ing the Jan. 24 Rockets- 
Timberwolves game. 
In the second period, Spoon¬ 
er called a foul against 
a Timberwolves player. 
According to Spooner’s 
lawsuit, Wolves coach Kurt 
Rambis argued the call and 
Spooner told him he would 
review it at halftime. Ram¬ 


bis said that was fine, but 
asked how he was supposed 
to get the points back, ac¬ 
cording to the lawsuit.

PALM HARBOR, Florida 

(AP) — Sean Foley had a 
peaceful Tuesday morning 
on the PGA Tour. No more 
than a half-dozen people paid 
attention as he walked a prac¬ 
tice round with a client who 
was coming off a strong fin¬ 
ish that was sorely needed. 
That would be Stephen 
Ames, who tied for third in 
Puerto Rico. 

It’s that other client — Tiger 
Woods — who brings Foley 
more scrutiny than ever, and 
lately, more criticism. 

Woods was 100 miles away 
in a made-for-TV exhibition 
on his home golf course, al¬ 
though that won’t stop the 
growing debate about where 
he is in this “process” of 
changing his swing, and 
whether he is heading down 
the right path. 

Foley was expecting this 
when they first began work¬ 
ing together last August at 
the PGA Championship. 
“When I started with Tiger, 
I didn’t think it would be 
a month and then he’d kill 
everyone,” Foley said. “Re¬ 
member, I got him right after 
Akron, the low point of his 
professional career.” 

It was last year at Firestone, 
where Woods had won seven 
times and had never finished 
worse than fifth, that he had 
the worst 72-hole score of his 
career (298) and tied for 78th 
against an 80-man field. 

A few months later, Foley 
said he stopped reading golf 
stories and turned the volume 
down when watching golf on 
TV. He says the criticism 
doesn’t bother him. 

“Look, I’m a Canadian who 
at 19 was a white kid at an 
all-black university,” said 
Foley, who played college 
golf at Tennessee State. “This 
couldn’t even be called criti¬ 
cism what I’m going through 
now.” 

With Woods, criticism comes 
with the territory. 

“For some reason,” Woods 
said last week with a grin, “I 
tend to get a little bit more 
scrutinized than most players 
do, analyzed to the nth degree 
about what goes on within 
one round of golf. That’s 
something new to him. He 
has not quite faced that. But 


he said the one positive thing 
is I’m always on TV, so he gets 
to look at a lot of golf swings.” 
Hank Haney caught it just as 

bad, if not worse, when he 
was revamping Woods’ swing 
through 2004. One player jok¬ 
ingly said he was thinking 
about suing Haney for loss of 
wages if Woods didn’t regain 
his form. Woods eventually 
picked up Haney’s instruction 
and went on to win six majors 
and more than 40 percent of 
his tournaments, astounding 
numbers that no one else in this 
generation has come close to 
matching — except for Woods 
earlier in his career. 

Foley says he has an “alliga¬ 
tor’s hide” when it comes to 
taking criticism. Trouble is, he 
also has an alligator’s mouth 
when it comes to talking, and 
he replaced a swing coach who 
has rice paper for skin and pre¬ 
fers to do his talking in 140 
characters or fewer. 

Haney took Twitter to an ex¬ 
treme last week during the Ca¬ 
dillac Championship. 

It started last September when 
Foley said in an interview with 
foxsports.com, “Let’s be hon¬ 
est about this, it’s not like he 
was flushing it with Hank.” 
Then came an interview with 
golf.com in which Foley said 
nothing about Woods’ previ¬ 
ous swing made any sense 
to him. Haney fired off more 
tweets than Vijay Singh hits 
balls on the practice range, us¬ 
ing Woods’ results as affirma¬ 
tion. “I think it was more of a 
reaction to what I had said that 
I never fully understood what 
they were working on,” Foley 
said. “He’s got every right to 
comment back. But to the ex¬ 
treme and the amount ... I was 
like, 6 Do you have anything 
else to do?’ 

“Tiger and Hank won a lot of 
majors, a lot of tournaments, 
and you can’t take that away 
from the guy. And he helped 
Tiger,” Foley said. “He’s al¬ 
lowed to say what he wants. If 
I offended him, I didn’t mean 

to. But Tiger helped build 
Hank’s career, not the other 
way around.”

The Irish were bowled out 
for 141 in 33.2 overs, chasing 
273 for victory in the Group 
B game at Eden Gardens. The 
defeat ended Ireland’s slim 
hopes of reaching the knock¬ 
out stages. 

Leftarm spinner Robin Peter¬ 
son took 3-32 and fast bowler 
Mome Morkel 3-33 to lead 
South Africa to an ultimately 
comfortable win after JP Du¬ 
mmy had rescued the Proteas 
from an early batting collapse 
with his 99 from 103 balls. 
Duminy dragged his team 
back from 117-5, when a 
fighting display from Ireland 
in the field had sent South Af¬ 
rica’s top order reeling. 
Jacques Kallis had 2-20 and 
spinners Johan Botha and Du¬ 
miny took a wicket apiece in a 


convincing finish from South 
Africa. South Africa’s bowl¬ 
ers broke through straight 
away, with Morkel opening 
with a two-wicket burst that 
removed Irish openers Wil¬ 
liam Porterfield and Paul Stir¬ 
ling in the space of nine balls. 
Morkel had Ireland captain 


Porterfield caught for six by 
opposite number Graeme 
Smith at first slip off the final 
ball of his first over. 

Another rising delivery ac¬ 
counted for Stirling in the

NHL GMs decide against ban on head shots 



BOCA RATON, Fla. - Eager 
to keep their game fast and 
physical, NHL general man¬ 
agers decided Tuesday against 
recommending major rule 
changes to curb concussions, 
opting to push for tighter en¬ 
forcement of charging and 
boarding penalties instead. 
The GMs also will stress the 
need for with longer suspen¬ 
sions for illegal head hits, par¬ 
ticularly for repeat offenders. 
A rise in concussions this 
season, including two recent 
high-profile cases, put the is¬ 


sue at the top of the GMs’ 
agenda. But following a sec¬ 
ond day of meetings, Com¬ 
missioner Gary Bettman said 
the group decided a ban on all 
head shots would be too radi¬ 
cal a response. 

Instead, the GMs focused on 
existing rules that pertain to 
charging and boarding. 

“By the time the season is 
over there will be 55,000 
hits, and a small percentage 
are resulting in concussions,” 
Bettman said. “We want to 
eliminate concussions, but the 


view is if we can define a rule 
that makes sense and doesn’t 
cause other problems in the 
game, we’re going to try and 
do that.” Also rejected were 
changes that would slow the 
game to reduce the force of 
collisions. “We don’t want to 
slow down the game,” Mon¬ 
treal’s Pierre Gauthier said. 
“It’s a good game.’’The GMs 
may still propose stricter rules 
on head hits involving a vul¬ 
nerable player or excessive 
force, Bettman said. 

A committee will study op¬ 
tions and draft recommenda¬ 
tions for the Board of Gov¬ 
ernors to consider at its June 
meeting, with possible imple¬ 
mentation next season. Blind- 
side hits to the head were 
banned last year. Some hock¬ 
ey leagues prohibit all head 
shots, but the GMs decided 
against a blanket ban. 

“It would take a lot of hitting 
out of the game, a lot of the 
physical part of the game that 
makes our game so appeal¬ 
ing,” Ottawa’s Bryan Murray 


said. 

“The consensus is that the 
rules in the rule book are suf¬ 
ficient, and we’ve got to get to 
a tighter standard on calling 
charging and boarding,” To¬ 
ronto Maple Leafs GM Brian 
Burke said. “Without chang¬ 
ing the fabric of the game, I 
think we can take out some 
of the more dangerous hits.” 
Nearly half of all concussions 
this season have been caused 
by legal hits, according to a 
league study. 

The GMs believe stiffer, more 
aggressive enforcement of 
charging and boarding viola¬ 
tions will reduce that rate. 
They think tougher disciplin¬ 
ary measures will help, too. 
Former All-Star Brendan Sha¬ 
nahan, the NHL’s vice presi¬ 
dent of hockey and business 
development, said the GMs’ 
push for longer suspensions 
was a significant step. 

“It speaks volumes to the 
players and our fans that 
they’re serious about safety in 
the game,” Shanahan said. 


As in other sports, awareness 
about concussions is on the 
rise in the NHL. 

The league considers itself at 
the forefront in confronting 
the problem, but recent inju¬ 
ries intensified debate about 
the game’s rules and policies. 
Pittsburgh Penguins star Sid¬ 
ney Crosby has been side¬ 
lined since early January be¬ 
cause of a concussion, and the 
Canadiens’ Max Pacioretty 
sustained a severe concus¬ 
sion and cracked vertebra last 
week when he was driven into 
a glass partition by Boston 
Bruins defenseman Zdeno 
Chara. On Monday, Bettman 
said the league would study 
ways to make the playing area 
safer, but he defended the 
league’s decision not to fine 
or suspend Chara. Stiffer en¬ 
forcement of boarding rules 
wouldn’t have changed the 
legality of that collision, Bet¬ 
tman said. “It was a hockey 
play,” he said. “It was an ac¬ 
cident.

The specter-busting quartet 
that debuted in 1984 on movie 
screens and then was in a se¬ 
quel and an animated series 
remains firmly planted in pop 
culture thanks, in part, to a 
wide international fan base, a 
new comic book series and a 
next-generation video game 
coming out this month. 

“There’d be no Ghostbusters 
brand if not for the classic 
comedy that launched it all. 
It’s incredible that people are 
still responding more than 25 
years later to these great sto¬ 
ries and characters,” Mark 
Kaplan, vice president of con¬ 
sumer products at Sony Pic¬ 
tures Entertainment, told The 
Associated Press in an e-mail. 
“We love finding ways to ex¬ 
pand that experience for the 
fans, whether it’s through mid¬ 
night screenings and DVDs or 


games, comics and toys that 
really allow audiences to en¬ 
gage with the movie.” 

Tom Waltz, an editor at IDW 
Publishing, which released the 
first “Ghostbusters: Infesta¬ 
tion” comic last week, called 
the quartet — Peter Venkman, 
Ray Stantz, Egon Spengler 
and Winston Zeddemore — a 
veritable brand name, one that 
has drawn fans of film, TV, 
comics and gaming.

Verizon Wireless 
to start selling 
first 4G phone

NEW YORK - Verizon Wire¬ 
less says it will start selling its 
first phone capable of using 
its new, faster “4G” data net¬ 
work. 

The ThunderBolt from HTC 
Corp. will go on sale Thursday 
for $250 with a two-year con¬ 
tract. It has a large, 4.3-inch 
touch screen and runs Google 
Inc.’s Android software. 
Initially, Verizon will be sell¬ 
ing it with an unlimited 4G 
data plan, but spokeswoman 
Brenda Raney says this option 
will probably go away later 
this year, along with the rest 
of Verizon’s unlimited data 
plans. 

Verizon launched its 4G net¬ 
work in December, based on 
a technology known as Long- 
Term Evolution, or LTE. But 


only laptop cards have been 
available for it. Verizon says 
customers can expect down¬ 
load speeds of 5 to 12 mega¬ 
bits per second, nearly ten 
times faster than 3G speeds. 
Verizon’s 4G network has lim¬ 
ited coverage and doesn’t car¬ 
ry phone calls, so the phone 
uses the 3G network as well. 
Verizon has said it plans to sell 
10 devices for the 4G network 
by this summer, including 
phones and tablet computers. 
Xoom tablets from Motorola 
Mobility Inc. are already on 
sale with 3G modems, but it 
will be possible to upgrade 
them with 4G modems later 
this year. 

Sprint Nextel Corp. launched 
its first 4G phone, the HTC 
Evo 4G, last summer. Its 4G 
network, run by subsidiary 
Clearwire Corp., is slower

T-Mobile USA and AT&T 
Inc. don’t have 4G networks 
under the common industry 
definition of the term, but 
call their 3G networks “4G” 
where they’ve been upgraded 
to higher speeds.

AT&T caps monthly traffic 
for DSL subscribers

NEW YORK - AT&T is placing a limit on the amount of data 
its home Internet subscribers can transfer in a month. 

AT&T Inc. portrayed Monday’s announcement as an attempt 
to curb “data hogs,” but it could help the company preserve a 
revenue stream in the long run as people shift to Internet-based 
TV services. 

AT&T said it will start charging extra after subscribers go past 
150 gigabytes in a month, an amount it said only 2 percent of 
subscribers reach. 

In practice, only frequent high-definition movie downloads, 
file sharing or perhaps constant videoconferencing can propel 
subscribers close to the limit. AT&T said the average monthly 
consumption for DSL customers is 18 gigabytes. 

For U-Verse, a faster version of DSL available in some areas, 
the monthly cap will be 250 gigabytes. 

Beyond the limits, AT&T will charge $10 per 50 gigabytes. It 
said it will warn subscribers repeatedly as they approach their 
monthly limits. AT&T said the caps will start applying on May 
2, and it plans to notify subscribers this week. 

Most U.S. Internet service providers already place limits on 
data traffic, but most of them don’t charge extra when the limits 
are exceeded. Instead, they warn subscribers and kick them off 
after repeated warnings. 

Time Warner Cable Inc. tried to institute much lower usage caps 
in 2008, charging $1 per gigabyte of overage. Q 
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Uneasy economy dashes 
retirement confidence

Stocks have bounced back but 
Americans continue to have 
serious doubts about their re¬ 
tirement security. 

The percentage of work¬ 
ers who said they’re “not at 
all” confident about having 
enough money for a comfort¬ 
able retirement grew to 27 
percent from 22 percent in 
2010, according to an annual 
survey of workers and retirees 
released Tuesday. 

That’s the highest level in the 
21-year history of the Retire¬ 
ment Confidence Survey, 
conducted by the nonpartisan 
Employee Benefit Research 
Institute in Washington and 
market researcher Mathew 
Greenwald & Associates Inc. 
All told, half of all workers 
seriously question whether 
they’ll have enough money 
for retirement. That’s because 
another 23 percent said they 
are “not too confident” about 
whether their savings will be 
adequate. 

A Few Highlights 
_Savings: About a third of 
workers and retirees report 
they had to dip into savings 
last year just to pay for basic 
expenses. 

• Debt: More than 20 percent 
of workers said debt is a ma¬ 
jor problem and 41 percent 
said it’s a minor problem. 
About 15 percent of retirees 
said debt is a major problem, 
more than double the per¬ 
centage of respondents who 
reported having a major prob¬ 
lem in 2005. 

Some 27 percent said it’s a 
minor problem. 

• Retirement Planning: About 
70 percent of workers said 
they are “a lot” or “a little” 
behind schedule in planning 
for retirement; 15 percent¬ 
age points higher than the re¬ 
sponse in 2005. 

The percentage of workers re¬ 
porting they were on track fell 
to 21 percent, from 37 percent 
in 2005. 

Unemployment Factor 
Continued high unemploy¬ 
ment can take some of the 
credit for the deeper pes¬ 
simism. “Individuals may 


have jobs but they see family 
members, friends, and neigh¬ 
bors impacted by unemploy¬ 
ment,” said Greg Burrows, a 
retirement services executive 
at Principal Financial Group, 
one of the underwriters of 
the survey. One measure that 
sheds some light on lower 
confidence is the 40 percent 
of workers out of a job for 27 
weeks or longer, said Michael 
Sheldon, chief market strate¬ 
gist for RDM Financial, an 
adviser in Westport, Conn. 

In prior recessions that never 
got above 25 to 30 percent, he 
said, “so this recession clearly 
has had a much wider and lon¬ 
ger impact on the work force.” 
Working Longer 
Economic conditions are forc¬ 
ing workers to redefine retire¬

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Oil prices fall to lowest level in weeks 


NEW YORK (AP) — Oil prices fell sharply Tuesday on deepening 
fears about Japan’s economy after its nuclear crisis worsened fol¬ 
lowing a devastating earthquake and tsunami. 

Potentially dangerous levels of radiation have been reported leak¬ 
ing from a crippled nuclear complex in the disaster area. More than 
10,000 people are thought to have died after the earthquake and 
tsunami hit Japan on Friday. 

Investors worried about diminished demand for oil and other prod¬ 
ucts in Japan, the world’s third-largest oil importer. However, Wall 
Street analysts expect that Japan will eventually increase imports of 
oil, coal and natural gas. 

Royal Dutch Shell PLC said Tuesday that it will send liquefied 
natural gas and fuel oil to Japan to help meet power shortages. Ja¬ 
pan produces about 28 percent of its energy from coal-fired power 
plants, but can also run some generators on LNG and even crude 
oil. Fifty-four nuclear reactors provide about 25 percent of the 
country’s power. Four of those reactors are in the nuclear plant that 
leaked radiation. 

Benchmark West Texas Intermediate crude for April delivery 
dropped $4.01, or 4 percent, to settle at $97.18 per barrel on the 
New York Mercantile Exchange. 

In London, Brent crude fell $5.15, or 4.5 percent, to settle at $ 108.52 
per barrel on the ICE Futures exchange. 

The uncertainty over how long it could take Japan to recover trig¬ 
gered a sell-off in other commodities as well, as stocks markets fell 
around the world. 

Many investors bought assets considered to be safer to hold during 
uncertain economic times, such as the dollar. 

The Dow Jones Industrial Average lost nearly 300 points before 
regaining some ground to close down nearly 138 points, or 1.1 per¬ 
cent. The Standard & Poor’s 500 index and the Nasdaq composite 
index also were lower. 

Stocks got a boost off earlier lows after the Fed said it will stick 
with its $600 billion bond repurchase program and the U.S. econo¬ 
my was on a firmer footing.

for a sinkhole day like this,” said Tom Kloza, publisher and chief oil 
analyst at Oil Price Information Service. 

Oil prices are still higher than they were in mid-February when up¬ 
risings in Libya shut down that country’s oil production and sent 
benchmark crude from about $85 a barrel to more than $105 a barrel 
last week, its highest level since September 2008. Libya produced 
only about 2 percent of the world’s crude. Prices rose however on 
concerns that unrest would spread to bigger producers like Saudi 
Arabia. Troops from Saudi Arabia and other Arab nations are in 
neighboring Bahrain to help keep order as anti-government protests 
continue there. 

Kloza and Tom Bentz, director of BNP Paribas Commodity Futures 
Inc., think oil prices will fall further because of ongoing concerns 
about Japan. 

Bentz speculated prices could fall as low as $95 a barrel in coming 
weeks. “It’s going to be a while before Japan is able to recover from 
this and the market is starting to price that in,” he said.Q 


Hewlett-Packard hikes dividend, outlines strategy 


Leo Apotheker’s efforts to chart 
a new course for the world’s 
biggest technology company by 
revenue. Apotheker took over at 
HP four months ago after his pre¬ 
decessor, Mark Hurd, was ousted 
in a sexual harassment scandal. 
Apotheker’s presentation Mon¬ 
day at a conference for industry 
analysts and reporters marked 
the first time he has publicly out¬ 
lined his strategy for HP since 
taking the job. 

He offered few details. The 
“public cloud” was one of the 
few new revelations. 

When it launches, it will put HP 
in competition with Amazon, 
com and other companies that 


have piled on to one of technol¬ 
ogy’s hottest trends: selling ser¬ 
vices over the Internet. Such ser¬ 
vices allow people to rent space 
on servers they don’t own, to run 
websites, for example. 

Selling technology for building 
cloud services emerged as a cor¬ 
nerstone of Apotheker’s plans 
for tying together HP’s disparate 
resources. HP is a technology 
conglomerate. It’s the biggest 
maker of personal computers 
and printers, and also sells serv¬ 
ers and mobile phones and com¬ 
puter-networking equipment and 
technology services. 

In focusing on the cloud, HP is 
positioning itself as the trusted 


intermediary to link those tech¬ 
nologies. 

The dividend hike is an attempt 
to win over Wall Street. 

The dividend has been 8 cents 
per share since 1998. It will rise 
to 12 cents per share the next 
time the board of directors de¬ 
clares a dividend, which should 
be in May, said HP’s chief finan¬ 
cial officer, Cathie Lesjak. 

HP plans on increasing the divi¬ 
dend by a double-digit percent¬ 
age every year, Lesjak said. 

She also set a target of earnings 
of at least $7 per share, exclud¬ 
ing items, by 2014. The com¬ 
pany earned $4.58 per share, on 
that same basis, in the latest fis¬ 


cal year. 

Apotheker has been active be¬ 
hind the scenes. In an early at¬ 
tempt to win over HP’s approxi¬ 
mately 300,000 employees, one 
of his first acts as CEO was to re¬ 
verse pay cuts imposed by Hurd. 
Shortly after he and a new chair¬ 
man were hired, HP replaced a 
third of its board of directors, 
an unusually severe boardroom 
purging that targeted individu¬ 
als who were particularly vocal 
in the negotiations over Hurd’s 
ouster, both for and against the 
decision. 

HP shares rose 21 cents, or .5 
percent, to $41.70 in extended 
trading.Q 


Subaru, Toyota curb output 
at North American plants 


DETROIT (AP) — Two 

Japanese automakers are scal¬ 
ing back production at North 
American plants as they as¬ 
sess their ability to get parts 
from Japan after that coun¬ 
try’s devastating earthquake 
and tsunami. 

Subaru of America said Tues¬ 
day it has suspended overtime 
at its only North American 
plant in Lafayette, Indiana. 
Toyota Motor Corp. also said 
it was suspending overtime 
and Saturday production at its 
10 plants in the region. 

So far, other Japanese auto¬ 
makers say their North Amer¬ 
ican plants are unaffected. 
Nissan Motor Co., Honda 
Motor Co., Mitsubishi Mo¬ 
tors and Mazda Motor Corp. 
all say they have not changed 
their production plans. 

But that could change if lin¬ 
gering damage from the 
earthquake prevents parts 
shipments. Mitsubishi, for 
example, has enough parts 
on hand or en route to oper¬ 
ate its Illinois assembly plant 
through April 3, spokesman 
Dan Irwin said. 

“The situation is fluid, so we 
continue to monitor our sup¬ 
ply chain and logistics,” he 
said. In Japan, auto compa¬ 
nies have shut down produc¬ 
tion for the rest of the week as 
they assess damage to plants, 
ports and roads. 

While Japanese automakers 
with North American plants 
use locally-based suppliers 
for many of their parts, oth¬ 
ers still come from Japan. 
The U.S. imported $12 billion 
worth of auto parts from Ja¬ 
pan in 2010, from spark plugs 
to engines, according to the 
Original Equipment Suppliers 
Association. 

Dave Andrea, the trade 
group’s senior vice president 
of industry analysis and eco¬ 
nomics, said some parts had 
been in short supply prior 
to the earthquake, including 
semiconductors, precision 
bearings and tires. He esti¬ 
mated that most automakers 
have a three- to four-week 
inventory of parts in the pipe¬ 
line. 

“Once those start to dry out,

that’s where you see the short¬ 
ages in the assembly plants,” 
Andrea said. 

Companies can ill afford those 
shortages. Subaru spokesman 
Michael McHale said the In¬ 
diana plant had been running 
on overtime because of strong 
sales of its vehicles. The Out¬ 
back wagon, which is made at 
the plant, is currently at a 30- 
day supply. A 60-day supply is 
considered ideal. 


McHale said he didn’t know 
when overtime will be re¬ 
stored at the plant, which 
produced 150,000 vehicles 
last year, or 55 percent of the 
Subarus sold in the U.S. The 
plant also makes the Tribeca 
wagon and Legacy sedan. 
Toyota, meanwhile, said the 
restrictions on overtime and 
Saturday shifts were designed 
to conserve Japanese-made 
parts. □ 


newspaper ads sag to 
a 25-year low in 2010 

SAN FRANCISCO - Newspaper advertising in the U.S. has 
sunk to a 25-year low as marketing budgets followed readers to 
the Internet, where advertising is far cheaper than what publish¬ 
ers have been able to command in print. 

Advertisers spent $25.8 billion on newspapers’ print and digital 
editions last year, according to figures released Tuesday by the 
Newspaper Association of America. That’s the lowest amount 
since 1985 when total newspaper advertising stood at $25.2 bil¬ 
lion. After adjusting for inflation, newspaper advertising now 
stands at about the same level as nearly 50 years ago. In 1962, 
newspaper advertising totaled $3.7 billion, which translates to 
about $26 billion today. 

Print advertising has fallen in each of the past five years, dra¬ 
matically shrinking newspaper publishers’ main source of in¬ 
come. Even as the economy has gradually improved since 2009, 
newspapers are still bringing in less revenue as advertisers em¬ 
brace free or cheaper Internet alternatives that aim to deliver the 
messages to people most likely to be interested in the products 
being pitched. The shift has accelerated in recent years as more 
readers abandoned newspapers’ print editions for the Web. 
Newspapers have been mining their digital editions for more 
revenue. Online ads generated $3 billion for newspapers last 
year, an 11 percent increase from the previous year. Meanwhile, 
print ads dropped 8 percent to $22.8 billion. Before the slump 
began in 2006, print advertising generated about $47 billion in 
annual revenue for newspapers. 

To cope with the upheaval, newspapers have cut their staffs, 
raised their prices and, in the most extreme cases, filed 
for bankruptcy protection to lighten their debt loads.□

LONDON - Royal offi¬ 
cials Tuesday named the two 
choirs, orchestra and military 
fanfare team that will pro¬ 
vide the music for the April 
29 wedding of Prince William 
and Kate Middleton. 

William’s office at St. James’s 
Palace said the ceremony will 
feature the choir of Westmin¬ 
ster Abbey, the Chapel Royal 
Choir, the London Chamber 
Orchestra and a fanfare team 
from the Royal Air Force 
band. 

The palace said that William 


and his fiancee “have taken a 
great deal of interest and care 
in choosing the music for their 
service,” which will include 
well-known hymns and choral 
works as well as pieces com¬ 
missioned especially for the 
occasion. 

The couple and William’s 
father, Prince Charles, re¬ 
cently made an unannounced 
evening visit to Westminster 
Abbey to hear live musical 
performances as part of the 
preparation process. 

Guests at a Buckingham Pal¬ 
ace reception to be hosted by 
Queen Elizabeth II after the 
wedding will be soothed by 
the strains of Claire Jones, 
Prince Charles’ official harp¬ 
ist, the palace said. 

The choirs will be directed 
by James O’Donnell, organ¬ 
ist and master of the choir at 
Westminster Abbey. 

The Westminster Abbey choir 
consists of 20 boys and 12 pro¬ 
fessional adult singers, known 
as Lay Vicars. The choir sings 
the daily choral services in the 


Abbey and often sings at ma¬ 
jor national events at the Ab¬ 
bey. 

Officials said Robert Quinney 
will play the organ. 

The Chapel Royal Choir dates 
back at least to the era of the 
Norman Conquest, officials 
said. Its primary roles are to 
sing the weekly service in the 
Chapel Royal at St. James’ 
Palace and to perform for the 
royal family on special occa¬ 
sions. 

The schedule calls for the 
London Chamber Orchestra 
to be conducted by Christo¬ 
pher Warren-Green, its music 
director. 

It will consist of 39 musicians 
placed in the organ loft of the 
Abbey. 

The orchestra was founded in 
1921 by Anthony Bernard. 

No announcement has been 
made yet about the live enter¬ 
tainment at an evening recep¬ 
tion at the palace to be hosted 
by Prince Charles for close 
friends of William and his 
bride. □

“Mars Needs Moms” a historic disaster for Disney

LOS ANGELES - In the 
weeks leading up to the re¬ 
lease of “Mars Needs Moms” 
last Friday, Disney knew in¬ 
terest in the film was tepid at 
best. But no one was prepared 
for such a disastrous box of¬ 
fice wipeout. 

From a financial standpoint, 
“Mars” could be one of the 
biggest write-offs in modem 
Hollywood history. 

The motion-capture animated 
film cost $150 million to pro¬ 
duce but earned only $6.9 
million in its debut at the do¬ 
mestic box office, the 12th 
worst opening of all time for 
a movie released in more than 
3,000 theaters and one of the 
lowest openings for a major 
3D release. 

The price tag doesn’t include 
a hefty marketing bill. All 
told, Disney has likely in¬ 
vested $200 million or more 
in the picture, made by Rob¬ 
ert Zemeckis’ now-shuttered 
ImageMovers Digital. 

“The right audience came, 
but not in the numbers we 
needed,” Disney president of 


worldwide distribution Chuck 
Viane said. “I’m disappointed 
for the filmmakers. They spent 
at least two years of their lives 
making a terrific movie that 
people won’t see.” 

The chances of recovery are 
slim. Many times, a movie 
performing poorly in the U.S. 
can make up ground at the in¬ 
ternational box office. “Mars,” 
however, did just as badly in 
its overseas debut, grossing 
a paltry $2.1 million from 14 
countries. Domestically, it 
wouldn’t be a surprise if Mars 
topped out at $25 million. 
Summit Entertainment’s “As¬ 
tro Boy,” opening to $6.7 mil¬ 
lion in 2009, finished up with 
$19.6 million, while Fox’s 


“Aliens in the Attic” opened to 
$8 million, also in 2009, and 
ended up with $25.2 million. 
“How do you throw a party 
and no one comes? This is out¬ 
right rejection,” one veteran 
studio distribution chief said. 
“Mars” faced several obsta¬ 
cles, according to box office 
observers. For one, movie¬ 
goers don’t seem to like the 
motion-capture technology. 
Other times, it can work, such 
as in “Avatar.” 

“The movie looked downright 
creepy,” one observer notes. 
The title also was problem¬ 
atic, specifically, the use 
of the word “mom,” which 
might have been a turn-off for 
boys.Q

Fears of health risks 
rise amid Japan crisis

HELENA, Montana Fed¬ 
eral agents raided state-sanc¬ 
tioned medical marijuana 
greenhouses and dispensaries 
in several Montana cities on 
Monday, prompting an outcry 
from legalized pot suppliers. 
The raids marked the first 
such crackdown in Montana 
by the federal government 
since a state ballot measure 
legalizing cultivation and pos¬ 
session of marijuana for medi¬ 
cal purposes was overwhelm¬ 
ingly approved by voters there 
in 2004. 

The busts also appeared to 
mark a reversal of the policy 
the Obama administration an¬ 
nounced in 2009 when the Jus¬ 
tice Department issued guide¬ 
lines calling a halt to federal 
raids on state-approved medi¬ 
cal marijuana dispensaries. 
Marijuana is still considered 
an illegal narcotic under fed¬ 
eral law. 

The supply chain of pot-grow¬ 
ing facilities and storefront 
dispensaries allowed under 
Montana’s medical marijuana 


statute is little regulated and 
has expanded rapidly dur¬ 
ing the past couple of years. 
Meanwhile, the number of 
medical marijuana patients, 
or card-holders, has jumped 
from about 1,000 to 28,000 in 
that state. 

Victoria Francis, a spokes¬ 
woman for the U.S. Attor¬ 
ney’s Office in Billings, con¬ 
firmed that federal agents 
served search warrants across 
Montana, but she declined to 
give further details until the 
warrants were “unsealed.” 

A medical marijuana advoca¬ 
cy group, Americans for Safe 
Access, said nearly a dozen 
dispensaries and cultivation 
operations were raided by 
federal agents on Monday in 
such towns as Billings, Boz¬ 
eman, Missoula, Great Falls 
and Helena. 

There were no arrests reported 
in connection with the sweep. 
A copy of a search warrant ob¬ 
tained by the group from one 
of the cultivation operations 
raided said agents were out 
to confiscate marijuana, drug 
paraphernalia, computers, 


firearms, cell phones, cash 
and vehicle titles. 

Chris Williams, co-owner 
of Montana Cannabis west 
of Helena, one of the big¬ 
gest medical marijuana op¬ 
erations in the state, said his 
entire crop of nearly 1,700 
pot plants were seized from a 
greenhouse facility about half 
the length of a football field. 
“This is ridiculous,” said Wil¬ 
liams, whose operation serves 
nearly 300 patients. “I don’t 
participate in interstate com¬ 
merce. I only do business in 
Montana, and our state has 
made this legal for our citi¬ 
zens.” 

Williams said agents from the 
FBI, the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms and the 
Drug Enforcement Adminis¬ 
tration, seized all of Montana 
Cannabis’ computers, paper¬ 
work, plants and medicine, 
with assistance from local law 
enforcement. 

“Basically, they’ve com¬ 
pletely uprooted our business 
as best they can, without any 
reason other than they say, 
federally, marijuana is illegal” 
Williams said. 

The Obama administra¬ 
tion has delivered somewhat 
mixed messages about the lib¬ 
eralization of medical mari¬ 
juana laws at the state level. 

In a departure from the stance 
taken by the Bush administra¬ 
tion, the Justice Department 
said in October 2009 it would 
no longer prosecute patients 
who use medical marijuana, 
or dispensaries that distribute 
it, in states where marijuana 
has been legalized for such 
purposes. □

Fears about health risks rose 
dramatically in Japan Tues¬ 
day with news of a greater 
radiation release and renewed 
warnings to remaining resi¬ 
dents within 20 miles to stay 
indoors. 

Japanese officials said that 
more radiation was released 
at a nuclear plant disastrously 
damaged by last week’s tsu¬ 
nami. Prime Minister Naoto 
Kan said radiation had spread 
from four reactors. 

“The level seems very high, 
and there is still a very high 
risk of more radiation coming 
out,” he said. 

Thyroid cancer is the most 
immediate risk, and the Japa¬ 
nese government made plans 
to distribute potassium iodide 
pills to prevent it. Worse case 
scenarios lots of radioactive 
fallout can lead to other can¬ 
cers years later. 

Even a meltdown would not 
necessarily mean medical 
doom, experts said. It depends 


on the amount and type of ra¬ 
dioactive materials. 

Donald Olander, professor 
emeritus of nuclear engineer¬ 
ing at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia at Berkeley, said even 
the much higher levels of ra¬ 
diation are “not a health haz¬ 
ard.” 

The world has seen two big 
nuclear reactor scares in 
1986 at the Chernobyl plant 
in the Ukraine, and in 1979 at 
the Three Mile Island plant in 
Pennsylvania. 

At Three Mile Island, even 
though a quarter of the reac¬ 
tor core melted, the steel con¬ 
tainment structure held. The 
radiation released was so mi¬ 
nuscule that it did not threaten 
health - the equivalent of a 
chest X-ray to local folks. 

At Chernobyl, where there 
was no containment vessel, 
far more radioactive material 
was released, and of a more 
dangerous type than at Three 
Mile Island. □

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February had more 
snow, less ice 

WASHINGTON (AP) — February conspired to have it both 
ways, weather-wise — more snow and less ice than normal. 
According to a new U.S. analysis, snow cover in the Northern 
Hemisphere was 670,000 square miles (1.7 million sq. kilome¬ 
ters) above the average for the month. 

But the amount of sea ice in the Arctic was 8.2 percent below 
average, tying with February 2005 as the smallest February 
Arctic sea ice extent.Q 

Russian rocket ride: 
$63M per U.S. astronaut 

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. - The Russians are hiking the 
price of rocket rides again for U.S. astronauts — to nearly $63 
million. 

The price goes up in 2014 for an astronaut to fly to and from 
the International Space Station on a Russian Soyuz spacecraft. 
NASA announced the news Monday. 

The previous contract charged just under $56 million apiece 
The contract extension with the Russian Space Agency totals 
$753 million. That covers trips for a dozen astronauts from 
2014 through 2016. 

NASA officials say inflation is the reason for the latest price 
increase. □ 

Strength of deadly Japan 
quake increased to 9.0 

LOS ANGELES - The U.S. Geological Survey has upgraded 
the magnitude of Friday’s deadly earthquake in Japan to 9.0 
The move Monday comes after Japan’s Meteorological Agency 
did the same. It’s not unusual for scientists to tweak the magni¬ 
tude of a giant quake after some number-crunching. 

U.S. government scientists originally put the Japan quake at 
8.9. The change to 9.0 means that the quake was about 1.5 times 
stronger than initially thought. 

The Japan quake is now the fourth largest in the world since 
1900 behind the 2004 magnitude-9.1 Sumatra quake.□

PepsiCo unveils 100 percent 
plant-based bottle

PURCHASE, New York 
(AP) — PepsiCo Inc. on Tues¬ 
day unveiled a bottle made en¬ 
tirely of plant material, which 
it says bests the technology 
of competitor Coca-Cola and 
reduces its potential carbon 
footprint. 

The bottle is made from 
switch grass, pine bark, corn 
husks and other materials. Ul¬ 
timately, Pepsi plans to also 
use orange peels, oat hulls, po¬ 
tato scraps and other leftovers 
from its food business. 

The new bottle looks, feels 
and protects the drink inside 
exactly the same as its current 


bottles, said Rocco Papalia, 
senior vice president of ad¬ 
vanced research at PepsiCo. 
“It’s indistinguishable.” 
PepsiCo says it is the world’s 
first bottle of a common type 
of plastic called PET made en¬ 
tirely of plant-based materials. 
Coca-Cola Co. currently pro¬ 
duces a bottle using 30 per¬ 
cent plant-based materials and 
recently estimated it would be 
several years before it has a 
100 percent plant bottle that’s 
commercially viable. 

“We’ve cracked the code,” 
said Papalia. 

The discovery potentially 


changes the industry standard 
for plastic packaging. Tradi¬ 
tional plastic, called PET, is 
used in beverage bottles, food 
pouches, coatings and other 
common products. 

The plastic is the go-to be¬ 
cause it’s lightweight and 
shatter-resistant, its safety is 
well-researched and it doesn’t 
affect flavors. It is not biode¬ 
gradable or compostable. But 
it is fully recyclable, a charac¬ 
teristic both companies main¬ 
tain in their new creations. 
Traditional PET plastic is 
made using fossil fuels, like 
petroleum, a limited resource 
that’s rising in price. By using 
plant material instead, com¬ 
panies reduce their environ¬ 
mental impact. Pepsi says the 
new plastic will cost about the 
same as traditional plastic. 
The company, based in Pur¬ 
chase, New York, said it has 
had dozens of people work¬ 
ing on the process for years. 
While PepsiCo wouldn’t 
specify the cost to research 
and design the new bottle, Pa¬ 
palia said it is in the millions 
of dollars. 

It’s one of several steps Pep¬ 
siCo has taken recently to 
reduce its environmental im¬ 
pact. 

The company created a ful¬ 
ly compostable bag for its 
SunChips line. It cut the 
amount of plastic in its Aqua- 
Fina bottle in 2009. And its 
Naked Juice line is in the 
midst of switching to a bot¬ 
tle made entirely of recycled 
plastic bottles. 

PepsiCo says of its 19 biggest 
brands, those that generate 
more than $1 billion in rev¬ 
enue, 11 are beverage brands 
that use PET. The company 
says the packaging will cost 
roughly the same as it does 
today. □
